Idle Capital Wants Work 


But with renewed stirrings of busi- 


ness enterprise, the old things no 
longer satisfy. Billions of banking and 
investment assets have been restored. 
Idle capital is seeking employment, 
and credit rates arc down. 


New capital is not yet flowing rap- 


idly, but for every dollar raised by 
the issue of new securities in the first 
quarter of 1933, approximately $3.80 
wns raised in the first quarter of 1936. 


For each dollar thus raised in the 


first quarter of 1930, approximately 58 
was raiser! in 1929. Of course, it is 
now widely agreed the issuance of 
securities was excessive seven years 
ago, yet the current level is general- 
ly regarded as inadequate to bring the 
modernization movement to full flow- 
er. 


Interest Rates Climb 


For each dollar of new money raised 


by security issue in Ihe first quarter, 
about ?3 went from securities bear- 
ing higher rates of interest lo those 
bearing lower rules, showing that cap- 
ital is eager for employment.

Increase in-Heavy 


(Continued irom page one) 


tically at a standstill, 


Railroads In Market

In the first quarter of 1933. only 100 


new freight cars were ordered built. 
In the first three.months of this year, 
the total was 8,920 cars. No new loco- 
motives were ordered 
in the first 


quarter of 1932, while for the same 
period this year. 73 were bought. 


Residential building was one of the 


first major lines of activity to go into 
its downward cycle, and one of the 
last to turn upward, but the upward 
twist now seems decisive. Contracts 
let in 37 states in the first quarter ag- 
gregated $123.885,000, up 75 per cent 
from the same period last year, 211 per 
cent from 1933. The total, however, 
still was only about one-fourth of the 
first three months of 1929. 


Rents Go Up 


Real estate authorities point to in- 


preasing rents, making property own- 
ership more profitable, as an im- 
portant straw in the wind. Says Walt- 
er H. Rose, president of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards: 


'Vacancies in single family home 


establishments are rapidly disappear- 
ing and rents are at 84.4 per cent of 
the 1926 level, compared with 69.8 
per cent a year ago. Rents for apart- 
ments are 60.5 per cent of the 1926 
level compared with 55.7 per cent this 
time last year."

Only 'Hind "since has' it hapupened 


that a candidate who mustered a ma- 
jority failed to get the required two- 
thirds, That was in the mcromablc 
Baltimore convention of 1912 when 
Champ Clark amassed -a majority but 
could not ge two-thirds of the dele- 
gates. Woodrow Wilson emerged with 
the- nomination. 


The selection of Senator Bennett 


Champ Clark ns chairman of the rules 
committee, for the 
'19.'i6 Democratic 


convention was a fine touch of "poetic 
justice." He is the son of Champ 
Clark. The rules committee has first 
chance to act upon the resolution pro- 
posing the end of the two-thirds rule.

Young turned in 36 victories 
for the old Cleveland Spiders of the 
National League in 1892, 34 in '93, and 
35 in '95, before transferring his al- 
legiance to the Boston Red Sox of 
the new American League and giving 
that array 31 victories in 1901 and 32 
in '02.

Walter Johnson 
looked after 32 for Washington in 
1912 and 36 in '13. Smoky Joe Wood 
won 34 for the Red Sox of 1912. Grov- 
er Cleveland Alexander was a 31-game 
man for the Phillies of 1915, won 33 in 
'16, and 30 in '17. 


The Cleveland Indians scored plen- 


ty of runs as Jim Bagby was credited 
with 31 victories in 1920. The scores 
of Bagby's victories of that campaign 
resembled those of track meets. 


The great Bob Grove crashed the 


30-game circle only once, and just 
barely reached the total with the 
grand Philadelphia Athletics of 1931. 


Jerome Herman Dean was the last 


pitcher to win 30 games. Dizzy won 
exactly that many for the St. Louis 
Cardinals of 1934 and added two more 
in the world series. To win 30, the 
I'umous Oklahoman had to work in 
50 games, something he has done for 
the past two campaigns. 


U requires skill and courage and 


durability in the tepid run through the 
August a.nd September stretch for a 
pitcher to win 3Q games. The set-up is 


no longer there for Old Ross Rad- 
bournes. The Old Hoss grabbed fifl 
games for Providence in 1884, but they 
don't play that kind of baseball now- 
adays. 


Many immortals have failed to at- 


lain the 30-circle goal in the modern 
game, including Rube Waddell, Ad- 
die Joss, Mordecai Brown, Rube Marr 
quard, Chief Bender, Eddie Plank, and 
Eddie Cicotte. Such outstanding cur- 
rent stars as Carl Hubbell, Vernon Go- 
mez, nnd Wesley Ferrell have failed 
to win'as many as 30 games.
